HAD 25 YOUNG MEN ON BOARD 


SEEN STRUGGLING IN A STORM 
SUNDAY EVENING. 


Gasoline Yacht Charles Edmond Not 
Being Reported Back, Relatives of 
M. Levy, a Boy on Board, Ask 
Police to Investigate. 


The police are investigating a report, filed 
at headquarters at noon Monday, to the 
effect that a gasoline yacht, the Charles 
Edmond, was sunk in a. storm off Jefferson 
Barracks at 7 o'clock Sunday evening, and 
that all on board, 25 persons, are believed 
to have been lost. ; 

The report was made by A. 8S. Greditzer of 
101 Pendleton avenue and his nephew, 
Harry Levy. of 4324 West Belle place. 
Maj. Levy, 17 years old, was on the yacht, 
and Mr. Greditzer stated to Chief of De- 
tectives Desmond that young Levy's mother 
was almost distracted because of the con- 
tinued absence of her son and the report 
of the wrecking of the yacht. 

It is said that the yacht was sighted off 
Jefferson Barracks at 7 o'clock Sunday eve- 
ning during a storm. The boat was in dis- 
tress and was headed for the shore. 

According to the information filed with 
4the police by Mr. Greditzer, the Charles 
Edmond is a handsome gasoline craft, 


owned by Charles and Edward Twitt of 
4369 West Belle place. The boat was bought 
this spring in Chicago and is maintained 
by the Messrs. Twitt as a pleasure craft. 

Sunday at 1 o'clock in the afternoon the 
boat was due to leave on a trip down the 
river, and was due to return at 6 o'clock. 
Twenty-five young men, all friends of the 
Messrs. Twitt, are said to have been in- 
vited to join the party. The boat left her 
moorings at the foot of Locust street at 
the appoinfe@ Time, and has not been heard 
from since the ty of Providence saw

ROANOKE, Va., June %4—Damage by 
the storm which swept over the coal min- 
ing district of southeastern West Virginia 
Friday night and Saturday will reach into 
the millions and the loss of lives, while 
possibly not so great as at first reported, 
will be 100, maybe twice that number. 

The damage done was chiefly accom- 
plished by a cloudburst which filled to 
overflowing the little moumtain streams 
which flow through nearly every village 
and the water literally swept the valleys 
and carried everything before it. 

Devastation was wrought through the 
eastern part of McDowell county, the south- 
ernmost part of West Virginia, near the 
Virginia state line. , 

The full extent of the damage can only be 
estimated, as all telegraphic and railroad 
communication with many pratense of the 
stricken district were cut i by the flood, 
which wrecked everything in its way. 

The Pocahontas coal fields, where’ the 
flood did its worst, are in a valley, through 
which runs Elkhorn river, and on either 
side of which are tall ridges of the Alle- 
ghany mountains. 

Thirty miles of railroad were washed 
away and more than 100 cars were swal- 
lowed in the flood. Twenty bridges were 
swept away. 

Norfolk & Western officials say that, ow- 
ing to wires being down and no direct 
communication, they are unable to esti- 
mate the damage caused by the flood in the 
coal flelds. They do not believe the damage 
to property will amount to $500,000, as at 
first reported, and estimates of 200 lives lost 
are now thought to be too great. 

Owing to the flood, the passenger train 
from the West over the Norfolk & 
Western Railroad, which is due here at 
11:55 p. m., did not reach Roanoke until 
5:30 o’clock this morning. When the train 
came in there were many people at the sta- 
tion who had waited anxiously all night 
for the belated news carrier from the de- 
vastated coal flelds of West Virginia. 

Among those who came in on this train 
and who had been in the storm was a 
prominent business man from Roanoke, 
several railroad men and a woman and 
two children. They came direct to Roa- 
noke from Vivian and were compelled to 
walk a distance of 11 miles from that 
place to the small town of Ennis, where 
they were enabled to get a train for this 
city. 

These passengers claim that the number 
of deaths has been exaggerated, in their 
own opinions, and feel confident that not 
more than one hundred people have lost 
their lives, though they cannot say with 


any .@ wainty as to the number. 


The mountain districts lying back from 
the railroads probably have suffered heav- 
ily and the exact loss of life will not be 
known for several days. A railroad man 
who has been working at Vivian told 
the Associated Press correspondent that 
the rain started last Friday night and con 
tinued for some time in moderation, but 
shortly after midnight the heavens seemed 
to open and pour forth a great volume of 
water. 


Passenger Train 
Caught in Flood. 

When the cloud burst over the town of 
Vivian there was a passenger train stand- 
ing in the railroad yards. About 40 pas- 
sengers, of whom three were women, were 
in the car. The water rose rapidly and 
soon was over the trucks of the cars. 
Houses and cars were being washed about 
before the eyes of the frightened passen- 
gers. Ropes were thrown to the cars and 
the male passengers caught them and 
waded through the water, which was now 
waist deep, to places of safety around the 
coke ovens on the adjoining hill. The la- 
dies were too much frightened to get into 
the water and were placed on the tender of 
the engine, where they were safe. Uther 
portions of the railroad yards were washed 
out and a hundred box cars were wrecked. 

The house in which the section master at 
Vivian lived was washed away. A young 
son of ‘the section master rode on drift- 
wood for four miles and was then lodged 
in a tree, from which he was rescued. A 
colored section hand who was in the sec- 
tion master's when the flood waters struck 
the building was drowned. 

The rain ceased falling. about 9 o'clock 
Saturday morning. There has been no rain 
since that hour and the streams are grad- 
ually falling. A big furniture store and a 
large clothing house were washed away at 
Viv as also were about a smal! 
dwellings which were situated in the lower

Simmons River Division 


Is Totally Wrecked. 

All the bridges and trestle work has been 
washed away on the Simmons river branch 
of the Norfolk & Western system, All 
telegraph lines are down and tracks are 


badly washed out on this division. 

The people who came from Vivian did not 
come through the town of Keystone, but 
around it. hey state, however, that the 
damage done there is nothing like as great 
as was at first reported. They think that 
not more than a dozen houses were 
washed away. They cannot say how many, 
if any, lives were lost at eystone. r 
the 10 miles of railroad between the towns 
of Vivian and Ennis, it is stated there is 
not 100 yards of track in one place, and 
it is thought this division will not be re- 
paired for a fortnight. Fifty people walked 
over this washed-out territory Sunday to 
get from Vivian to Ennis. 

The damage done all over the coal fields 
is immense but everyone seems to haye 
been too greatly excited and too anxious to 
get away to take time to inquire into the 
affairs of their neighbors. t is certain, 
however, that much valuable machinery has

The storm not only visited the Elkhorn 
Valley, but it is stated that every one of 
the 33 Flat Top’s coal plants have suffered 
to some extent. The damage is re- 
orted to have resulted in the Clinch Val- 
ey section, which extends to the south 
from Graham, Va. No lives, however, are 
reported to have been lost along this val-| 


ley.

A private message from Bramwell, W. 
Va., on Simmons creek, says there has been 
great damage done there, but no loss of 
life had been reported up to the time the 
telegram was sent. The little town of Vivi- 
an, at which place the railroad yards were 
swept away and a pasesnger train flooded, 
is the shipping point of all westbound coal 
and coke, and, there is a succession of 
prosperous mining towns extending all the 
way to Pocahontas, Va. Nearly every mile- 
post along this portion of the road marks 
a mining operation. 

At North Fork Junction, seven miles 
from Vivian, there is a branch road extend- 
ing five and one-half miles up the north 
fork of Elkton to several prosperous min- 
ing plants. From Cooper, 11 miles further, 
a Schned road extends through the Bilue- 
stone district of the coal field to Good Will, 
and another to Bramwell, a town of about 
six hundred inhabitants. This is the home 
of many of the coal Cperesnes. and their 
handsome residences, which added a charm 
and attractiveness to the town already fa- 
vored by nature with a beautiful situation, 
no doubt have suffered greatly from the

He was owned by 
Capt. Jerauld A. Olmstead of the Eighth 
United States Cavalry. 

When the horse died, Capt. Olmstead, 
through regular military channels, present- 
ed a claim to the war department for 
The auditor of the war department al- 
lowed the claim Nov. 27, 1896, and the same‘ 
day drew a check on the treasurer of the 
beg States, in Capt. Olmsatead’s favor, 
or $69. 

May 8, 1897, nearly a year and a nalf later 
the comptroller of the treasury disallowed 
the claim. In an opinion by Third Assistant 
Comptroller Bowers it was explained that 
no effort was made by Capt. Olmstead to 
show that the horse’s death was due to 
any exigency or necoaalty of the military 
service. He #s'*so decided that Olmstead 
owed Uncie Sam $60 with interest at 6 per 
cent. 

Léwis Miles, district attorney at Des 

Moines, was instructed to proceed against 
Olmstead, as his home was in that district. 
He filed suit to recover the money and in- 
terest in the Federal Court for the Kast- 
ern District of Iowa. 
Milton Remley, Capt. Olmstead’s attorney, 
filed a demurrer to Mules’ bill, declaring 
that Olmstead had a right to the money, 
since the war department auditor had ai- 
lowed the claim, and that the comptroller 
of the treasury had no legal right to re- 
verse him after waiting a year and a halt. 
Judge Smith McPherson sustained the de- 
murrer. But Mr. Miles decided that Uncle 
Sam needs that money and he brought the 
case before the appellate court on a bill of 
exceptions in which he ps nage to Judge 
McPherson's act in sustaining the demur- 
rer.

It Will Be Introduced Tuesday Night 
and Will Give the City Many Ad- 
vantages if Passed. 


An ordinance, providing for the letting of 
a new garbage reduction contract, will be 
introduced into the City Council Tuesday 
night by Chairman Jeremiah Sheehan of 
the committee on sanitary affairs. 

The terms to be prescribed by the new 
ordinance were discussed in Mayor Wells’ 
office Monday morning by the mayor, 
Councilmen Gibson and Sheehan and 
Heaith Commissioner Starkloff. 

The time for which the new contract shall 
run was the chief point under discussion. 
The participants in the conference say that 
this question was not definitely decided, but 
that it has been suggested to make the 
termination of the contract simultaneous 
with that of the garbage collection con- 
tract. 

The present contract for the collection 
of garbage expires July 14, 1908. The pres- 
ent reduction contract expires September 
23 next, so that if the plan proposed is 
adopted the new reduction contract will 
cover a term of less than seven years. 

‘The action of the House of Delegates 
last week has removed all hope of a mu- 
nicipal garbage Pgs said Councilman 
Sheehan, ‘‘an e best we can now do is 
to seek for a new contract on the terms 
most favorable to the city. The question 
in relation to the date of the contract will 
be settled. by further conferences on the 
subject before the bill is introduced Tues- 
day night.”’ 

Dr. Starkioff, who is author of the new 
bill, says that it will be eo framed as to 
give the city every possible advantage in 
view of the shortness of time remaining 
before the expiration of the present con- 
tract.

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MILK INSPECTION, 


The statement of Milk Inspector Dr. Henry J. Helwig, in 
Friday’s Post-Dispatch, appears to show that milk inspec- 
ton in St. Louis is of value to the citizens in spite of pos- 
sible defects in the inspection laws. 

Dr. Helwig says that citizens bring samples of milk for 
analysis. If the analysis shows adulteration, or that the 
milk is below standard, the person bringing it will stop buy- 
ing from the dairy furnishing such milk. This, of course, 
acts in the nature of a penalty, and should deter milk deal- 
ers from dishonest methods. The greatest punishment to a 
tradesman is to lose his customers. But this method of pun- 
ishment may not cover all cases. The laws should impose 
penalties, and should be so amended as to be made effective 
in this respect. 

St. Louis must kave milk inspection. Whether the work is 
performed by an independent .official or is made a part of 
the general dutics of the Health Department is a question 
of secondary importance. Instead of abolishing milk inspec: 
tion. it should be made more searching and thorough. 

The health and the lives of thousands of little children, de- 
pend upon the quality of milk sold. With@ut inspection, im- 
pure and poisonous milk will increase the death rate among 
the children of th® city enormously. There will be no bar 
to the greed and dishonesty that bring death into the homes 
under the guise of Nature's best gifts.

A new danger threatens our song birds, 
aithough unknown to the public at large, 
but thoroughly familiar for several years 
to thease who have watched and 
carefully the different modes of extermina- 
tion of our song and insectiverous birds. 
In a few years we have seen (on account 
of the extermination of the seal, otter,etc.) 
the taste ,for fur descend from the seal, 
otter and mink, to the once despised musk- 
rat and skunk. In like manner, as our 


wild turkeys, pheasants, grouse and can- | 
vasback ducks disappear, the taste of the | 


sourmand descends by swift stages from 
these choice morsels to the mourning dove, 
sand piper, meadow lark, bobolink, robbin 
and other song birds. To verify above state- 
ment it is only necessary to refer to sta- 
tistice of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 
rom Mr. William Palmer, Washington, 
D. C.: Last year 2600 robbins were re- 
ceived in one day by a single dealer in the 
Washington market. They came from one 
locality, were killed while roosting, with 
a lot of other species. 
From Prof. H. Nehrling: In the market 
of New Orleans immense piles of birds are 
offered for sale, to shipped to other 
ints—robbins. wood thrushes, thrashers, 
ickers, etc.—from the bulk of these vic- 
tims, etc.. etc. Other reports, from all 
parts of the countey. as damaging as these, 
could be quoted. In our own city, song 
birds are served under various names, 
such as snow birds, etc., contrary to the 
laws of the state, alded by non-enforcement 
of these laws.

Shareman’s Joint Complaint Against 
the Transit Company for Damages 
Calls for $15,000. 


Mrs. Hermina Shareman filed suit Mon- 
day, through her attorney, A. R. Taylor, 
against the St. Louis Transit Co. for $10,000 
damages for injuries received June 6, 1901. 

At the same time her husband, Edward 
Shareman, filed suit for $5000 damages for 
being deprived of his wife's services, So- 
ciety and companionship and being subject 
to heavy expense for medicines and surgical 
treatment for her.

BOHEMIANS ARE CONTESTING. 


Sokol Athletic Tournaments in Prog- 
ress at the Bohemian Gymnasium. 
Bohemian athletes, comprising delegates 

to the annual tournament of the Bohe- 

mian National Gymnastic Association, cen- 
tral division, now in progress in St. Louis, 
paraded .the streets of South St. Louis 


Sunday. 

Athletic contests are in progress Monday 
at the Bohemian gymnasium, Ninth and 
Allen avenue, and the tournament will end 
with an entertainment award of prizes and 
ball Tuesday ovenay. 

The members of the society call them- 
selves Sokols, meaning falcons. The or- 
ganization is very popular in Bohemia, 
and scarcely less so in the Bohemian set- 
tlements of the United States. 

About 40 delegates from other cities in 
this division, principally Chicago men, are 
in attendance at the tournament. After 
the parade Sunday there was a picnic at 
Lemp’s Park, which was largely attended. 
Exhibition drills were given at the park 
by the local and visiting Sokols, and by 
. ladies’ and girls’ classes. Addresses 
were delivered by Prof. B. Simek of Iowa 
City, Io., and Dr. Charles Stulik of Chi- 
cago, the former speaking in English and 
the latter in Bohemian. 
Bohemian national airs by the band and 
choruses by the singing societies formed 
part of the musical program. 
The first Sokol society in the United 
States was organized at St. Louis in 1866, 
following the birth of the order at Prague, 
Bohemia, three years before. Henry Fueg- 
ner and Miroslav Tyrs are looked upon as 
the originators of the movement. 
In America the society has had an even 
more rapid growth than in the mother 
country. There are three groups, known 
as the Eastern, Central and Western dis- 
tricts, which hold annual tournaments. 
Every five years the districts hold a joint 
tournament, in which their chosen men are 
pitted against each other. 


MAY BE SUNSTROKE VICTIM. 


Near Brooklyn. 
The body of an unidentified man, about 


East St. Louis, near 


He was 5 feet 10 inches in height, weighed 
200 pounds and was dressed in dark clothes. 
He wore a Stetson hat, white shirt and 
pink bow tie. He had a heavy black mous- 
tache and dark hair. Twenty-five cents 
were found in his pockets. 

There were no marks or abrasions on the 
man's body to indicate that he had been a 
victim of foul play.

McCracken nor Nis 
deputy, George Brichler, was satisfied of 
the finding of the body and the former 
says another inquest will have to be held 
to conform with the law. The body is still

“The statute does not provide for divorce 
for acts of unkindness or disceurtesy, or 
even worse, unless the acts are such as to 
mone the defendant's condition intoler- 
apa, 

McCann is an auctioneer. He was 
brought Into court at the trial on a sub- 
pena issued by the court, although he had 
filed a cross-bill and expressed a deter- 
mination earlier in the case to fight it. 

The opinion says that he seemed to be of 
an excitable, nervous disposition. 

It declares, however, that there was noth- 
ing in the evidence to show that the defen- 
dant had carried his drinking or cursing to 
such an extent as to render the plaintiff's 
condition intolerable. 

McCann, in a crossbill, charged his wife 
with evtravagance and with having on nu- 
merous occasions become angry with him 
for protesting with her and on such occa- 
sions having thrown things at him. 

Mr. and McCann, accordimg to the pett- 
tlon for divorce, were married March 6, 
1839, and separated April 9, 1901.
